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ANNOUNCEMENT 

The present sale is brought about by a determination 
on my part to retire from a business in which I have 
been engaged in this country for over twenty years. 
Most of the objects have been accumulated before the 
present customs tariff ; others since, which have had to 
stand the present tax of 60 per cent. Finding that this 
imposition was practically a prohibition, I have decided 
to return to the old world, where I am called by other in- 
terests, and to settle everything here by a public auction. 
While writing this catalogue I have made the descrip- 
tions as complete as possible, stating the condition and 
date of the objects. Many have been grouped in lots, 
such as are generally sold single on account of their value, 
but this was done in order to reduce as much as possible 
the tax on the buyer's patience, and condense the sale into 
two days. The collection is composed of three main 
groups : (1) Antique glass, Greek and Roman ; (2) 
Greek terra-cotta vases ; (3) Greek terra-cotta statuettes 
and groups. Every object here described is absolutely 
guaranteed to be genuine antique. 

I.— ANTIQUE GREEK AND ROMAN GLASS 

Fourth Century B.C. to the Second Century A.D., from Greece, 
Syria, Italy, etc. 

This collection of glass is the result of years of pur- 
chasing and gathering all through the ancient world. 
Never was such a numerous selection offered for sale 
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combining the variety and beauty of shapes with that 
other quality which makes antique glass so remarkable 
and attractive, viz.: brilliancy of iridescence. This last 
quality is due to a long exposure to natural chemical 
agents while in the ground, and cannot be successfully 
imitated by any modern manufacturing process. So in 
this splendid lustre that adorns those frail remains of the 
past is the very evidence of their remote antiquity. The 
oldest dated specimens of glass that we know of are in- 
scribed with the royal name of an Egyptian Pharaoh, 
Thothmes III. (1503-1449 B.C.), and it is generally ad- 
mitted that to the Egyptians belongs the invention of 
glass. This must have come in a very natural way. 

During the Xllth dynasty, that is to say, some twenty- 
four centuries before our era, at a time that corresponds 
to their greatest artistic splendor, the Egyptians used to 
adorn their metal work with a sort of cloisonne" made of 
precious gems — lapis-lazuli, carnelians, emeralds, tur- 
quoises, etc. — cut to fit. This style of ornamentation was 
most expensive, as it necessitated an enormous labor. 
Later on, while enamelling their pottery they found the 
first element of glass in the shape of an opaque paste. 
This they used at the Rameside period as a substitute for 
more expensive gems. From this there was but one step 
to come to the polychrome opaque glass, the first in use. 

The Phoenicians, who were the great agents of trans- 
portation, after trading Egyptian glass through the old 
world, began to manufacture some of their own in their 
factories of Tyre and Sarepta. With them it went to 
Greece, and became of general use. 

In this collection we have examples of the polychrome 
glass, variously known under the name of Phoenician or 
Greek glass, produced by a combination of many colors 
of enamel, such as blue, green, yellow, white, red, etc. 
The translucent glass, mostly from discoveries made in 
Syria, dates as a rule from a period ranging from the 
fourth century b.c. down to a date difficult to deter- 
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mine, which may be as late as the fourth century of our 
era. This is represented by translucent white, blue, 
purple, and yellow glass, often decorated with ornamenta- 
tion made of glass threads of various tones. The shapes 
are of the greatest variety and of much elegance. On 
this kind of glass are to be found the best examples of 
iridescence. 

I desire to call more specially the attention to the 
following objects, which are of great rarity : The gob- 
let by Meges, lot 123, the rarest piece of glass in the 
collection ; the large white glass urn, lot 124 ; the 
large purple glass urn, lot 388 ; also to the large series 
of Greek polychrome glass. As to the iridescent pieces, 
no need to mention them, their brilliancy speaks for 
itself. 

II.— GREEK VASES 

Eighth to Second Century B.C. 

There is nothing better adapted to determine a period 
in civilization than its ceramics. Vases possess such a 
strong individuality that the presence of some of their 
debris among ancient remains constitutes for the expert a 
sufficient evidence to date them. Such being the case, 
we must not wonder that the Greeks have placed upon 
this modest branch of industry the stamp of their artistic 
genius. To the Greek is due the creation of the hand- 
somest forms, such as Amphorse, Craters, CEnochoes, 
Lekythos, Kylices, Paterae, etc., perpetuated by the cer- 
amists of all ages. 

Without entering into an argumentation as to the 
origins of Greek art, we may state that Egypt and As- 
syria — in fact, the East in general — played an important 
part in supplying motives for the earliest ornamentation, 
friezes of animals and flowers such as appear on the 
Rhodian and Corinthian vases. Soon, and that is to say 
towards the seventh century before our era, Greek art 
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became more free of Asiatic influence, and vases with 
black decoration on red ground made their appearance. 
This style remained popular until the early part of the 
fifth century, when the processes of ornamentation were 
inverted, the figures being left red, the natural color of 
the clay, and the ground painted with a fine character- 
istic black glaze. This corresponds to the climax of the 
Greek ceramist, and the time of Pericles. The most 
celebrated factories of that period were at Athens, Nola, 
Tarentum, and Capua. The products of the Athenian 
potter's wheel became famous all the world over, and 
we see them distributed as far as Crimea on the Black 
Sea, and Cyrenaica on the African coasts. In Magna 
Graecia this importation was never very extensive, as the 
Greek colonists, finding in the Italian soil material admir- 
ably suited for the potter, soon became the producers of 
unparalleled works ; and of all the Greek vases, the cera- 
mics of Nola are unquestionably the best. From Nola 
came those amphorae so pure in drawing and of such 
brilliancy that they can stand as ornaments in the richest 
and most elaborately decorated residences. 

In Apulia, a province of southeastern Italy, the potter 
was not so fortunate as to excellence in the purity of 
material, but he compensated for this in the magni- 
tude and elaborate ornamention of his product. From 
Ruvo, Gnatia, Altamura, Canosa, come the largest vases 
known. By their magnificence they are fit ornaments 
for halls or libraries, and a few are to be seen in the finest 
mansions in this country. Some of them have found a 
home in the richest European museums. 

These highly decorated pieces belong to the third 
century B.C. After that time Greek ceramics declined. 
The great art was lost forever. 

In the smaller vases we find an endless variety of 
forms, and grouped together they form a most at- 
tractive decoration, the best being those produced dur- 
ing the fifth and fourth centuries before our era. 
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III.— GREEK TERRA-COTTA STATUETTES 
AND GROUPS 

Fourth and Third Centuries B.C. 

In the minds of a great many, Gre*ek art was associated 
with the Phidian marbles, the treasures of the European 
museums, and considered as inaccessible to private col- 
lectors. This proposition was true until the discoveries 
of Tanagra and Asia Minor, when Greek statuary on a 
miniature scale, but with all the qualities of the more 
important productions, was exhumed. Then the past of 
old Greece revealed itself under a light so intensely real- 
istic and true, that the scientific world was amazed. It 
was near the city of Corina and Pindar, at Tanagra in 
Bceotia, that the first discoveries were made in 1872, and 
it did not take long for the newcomers to assume rank 
among the adornments of those fortunate enough to com- 
bine taste and wealth. It was no more Greek art with the 
conventional sumptuosity intended for the embellishment 
of temples, it was every-day life depicted with a yet un- 
known simplicity and charm. Here is a lady gracefully 
draped in her long mantle, with her pointed hat and her 
lotos-leaf fan, starting to pay a friendly call — the classical 
Tanagrian. What is more true to nature than these two 
ladies engaged in a friendly chat ? Here is another fa- 
miliar scene — this girl who carries her friend on her back. 
It is an old Greek game : the vanquished had to carry 
the victor, and she does it good-naturedly. Subjects 
borrowed from mythology are seldom selected by the 
sculptor of these miniature statuaries, and whenever he 
does it, he gives preference to the legend of Aphrodite, 
Leda, and Dionysiac scenes. Here is Aphrodite coming 
out of the waves. Further, we have the great god seducer 
in his love encounter with Leda : there is nothing more 
graceful than the treatment of this group. Very spirited 
and full of charm is the Dionysiac group with the infant 
Bacchus seated on a goat. 
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The Greek artists who made these small clay figurines 
very seldom reproduced sad subjects; but whenever they 
did, they knew how to dramatize them with a marvellous 
power. In this collection the Niobcean group is a good 
example of this style. None could help but notice the 
deep expression of sorrow impressed in the faces and 
attitudes of the figures. 

I am fully aware of the fact that the authenticity of 
terra-cottas in general has been often questioned. I 
know also that many are in existence which are but 
modern casts taken from the antique, and even still more 
vulgar and coarse imitations. But in the present case I 
wish to call the public's attention to this fact — that the 
terra-cottas here exhibited are not unknown in the fam- 
ily of art, but come from such well-known collections as 
the Castellani, Gr6au, Hoffmann, Lecuyer, etc., and have 
been fully described as standard works of antiquity by 
such experts as Prof. W. Froehner and Cartault, hav- 
ing besides in their favor the authority of the gentlemen 
of taste who collected them. May I add also the testi- 
mony of my own experience of over twenty years, during 
which time most of the finest terra-cottas and groups to 
be seen in the art mansions of this country passed 
through my hands as an importer and as an expert ? 
Nobody, during this long period of business, has ever 
questioned the authenticity of any object procured 
through dealings with me. For this patronage, now 
that I retire, I desire to thank the public.

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Plate XXVI., 121.] Such vases with Greek 
inscriptions are very scarce. This motto, " Mneste 
Agorasas," appears on a cup in the Boston 
Museum, but without name of maker. In the 
British Museum there is a similar motto with 
the name of the maker, Ennion. . Our cup is 
unique and of the highest interest. It was 
found near Nazareth in Syria. By its epigraphy 
it must date at about the time of Christ. With 
elaborate solid silver gilt stand.

From Capua ; fourth century B.C. Red orna- 
mentation on black ground. The scene repre- 
sented on front of the vase is " Farewell to the 
Warrior." A young hoplite in full armor is 
holding in his left hand two long spears such as 
used by the Tarantine cavalry, and stands ready 
to receive from a young girl a cup that she is 
filling. Behind the warrior, by an Ionic column, 
stands a Victory bringing his shield to him. On 
the back of the vase is represented what may be 
called "The Return of the Warrior."

She is 
adorned with earrings, and draped in a long 
kiton, which wraps tightly her body. Her left 
arm is thrust downwards, and, same as her 
left leg, is drawn backwards. This reminds us of 
the old pedagogue bringing to Electra the news 
of Orestes's death, one of the most pathetic 
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scenes in Sophocles' 'Electra.'" Found in 
Bceotia.

Terra-cotta group from Asia Minor ; third 
century b.c. From the Greau collection. In his 
work, " Terres Cuites d'Asie," W. Froehner gives 
the following description of this group, page 90, 
Plate III. or CXI. : "A wild-boar hunting is the 
subject represented on Plate III. or CXI. At 
the centre of the composition is a rock cavern, 
from which springs out a boar of enormous size. 
On each side stands a nude young man, one of 
them armed with a club. These hunters, do 
we know their names ? They have fallen in 
forgetfulness. No doubt that this stands for 
some legendary hunt, less celebrated than that 
of Kalydon and Krommyon ; but no author 
mentions any boar killed by two ephebes of 
the heroic epoch — may be two brothers. In- 
deed, we are not compelled to think of a local 
legend, while it is more natural to rank this 
group, so simple and so impersonal, among the 
" sujets de genre," and be satisfied with its ar- 
tistic perfection. The beast which comes out 
of his den, has upstanding hair, the mouth 
opened, and fiery eyes. At the instant that he 
is rushing on the man facing, he receives a 
mortal stab, for his legs are shaking, and his 
rush seems paralyzed. However, his fore part 
alone is in sight, same as on the sarcophagi 
representing Adonis's death. Nothing is more 
admirable than the fierce and elegant beauty 
of the two hunters. The young man who 
goes to face the wild boar has removed his 
chlamyd. Folded and suspended on his arm, 
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this garment may be used as a shield. The 
right hand of the hunter grasps a short and 
heavy club, which is the typical weapon of pre- 
historic times. The second ephebe must have 
held a javelin, judging by his clenched hand 
and the position of his arm. He comes rush- 
ing, for his mantle, fastened on his shoulder, is 
raised and blown about by the velocity of his 
rush. As a whole this group is of a superb 
effect. Invention, style, modelling— everything 
belongs to the art of the fine epoch. Of these 
two ephebes, we find the type on the Parthenon's 
friezes, which they match as well, by their beauty, 
the cadence of their movements, and the fault- 
less correction of drawing."

Terra-cotta group from Bceotia ; third cen- 
tury B.C. Description by W. Froehner : " A 
blind old man is seated, facing, on a rock ;

She places 
her right hand on the old man's shoulder, and 
seems to be speaking to him ; her left hand is 
extended forward, as if pointing a direction to 
follow. There should be hardly any doubt as to 
the meaning of this group, inspired by the first 
scene of Sophocles' ' CEdipus to Colonna.' "

folds of her himation, which she holds with 
both hands. On her head is a diadem, and 
locks of hair are falling on her shoulders.

" Zeus and Leda," a scene often to be seen on 
the Greek vases and Pompeian frescoes. Con- 
cerning this terra-cotta group, Professor Car- 
tault writes : " Our terra-cotta is of very ele- 
gant make, and may be so characterized : 
slender proportions of the feminine body with- 
out any exaggeration."

the right, and the right knee bent. She is 
draped in a short kiton, painted red, with a 
black and white border. On the outside : (i) A 
fountain built of masonry between two columns ; 
water is running from a lion-shaped hydrant 
into a basin. Further on, a hoplite (Achilles) 
is running to the right, and menacing with his 
spear a -young horseman (Troilus) who is con- 
ducting two galloping horses. A woman (Polyx- 
ena) is running in front of the horses and 
looking backward. A crow is flying towards 
the hoplite, and a pitcher is lying on the ground. 
This is the vase that Polyxena dropped while 
running away. A hare is running under Troi- 
lus's horses. (2) Four young Trojan riders, 
armed with spears, are galloping to the left ; 
they come to Troilus's rescue. The same scene 
is also represented on another Corinthian vase 
— that of Timonidas ("Arch. Zeitung," 1863, 
pi. 175 ; Colignon, "Vases de la Soci^te" Arch. 
dAthenes"), on the Francois vase, and more 
especially on a cup by Xenocles, published by 
Raoul Rochette ("Monuments Inedits," pi. 49), 
but our vase is older than these two last." This 
vase has been mended.

(centre) being a bull's head painted black. He 
wears a helmet and a short kiton with fine 
folds. The woman, having a cecryphal as head- 
dress, carries in her hand an cenochoe. In the 
field is a Active inscription of two lines. Fine 
style of the fifth century b.c. Greece proper. 
Details painted in purple. Border of meanders ; 
palmettos on the shoulder. " This vase has been 
mended, but is an example of the early best 
style. Remarkable in drawing.

No explanation 
is known of this pursuit (Apodiogma). Under 
the figure is a border of meanders, frieze, and 
palmettos.

also around the handles and the top of the 
mouth, red figures on brilliant black glaze. 
Under the foot, graffito." Mended.

On the 
back are three ephebes. Red figures on black 
ground, but black decoration on red ground. 
On the neck a frieze of leaves, spear shaped. 
On the flat part of the rim, palmettos. First 
half of the fifth century." Intact.

From Tarentum ; fourth century b.c. Hoff- 
mann collection. Description by W. Froehner: 
" Polychrome ornamentation on black ground. 
At the centre of the composition a laureated 
king, dressed in an embroidered mantle, holds 
a kantharos to make libations on an altar, at 
the same time that a Victory, flying, comes to 
crown him with a bandellette. The altar is of 
a primitive shape, made of masonry. A young 
man is standing opposite the king. He carries 
a vase with a double neck, and in his left hand 
a dish containing a plant, which is blooming. 
His torso is bare. Another youth, nude, is 
crouching by the altar and roasting a piece of 
meat. Above this group there is a column ; 
above which is a tripod, and, by the side, a god 
seated holding a sceptre and a cornucopia. 
Behind the king, Apollo, holding a branch of 
laurel, is seated, and turns his head towards the 
scene of the sacrifice, which takes place, with- 
out any doubt, at Delphi. Then behind Apollo 
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is still another tripod over a votive column, 
and a satyr, in a crouching attitude. Reverse : 
Three ephebes, one of whom holds a strigillum. 
Red figures on brilliant black ground, with ad- 
dition of white and yellow pigments. Ivy 
wreath around the mouth ; double frame under 
the pictures — the first one of meander and 
small crosses ; the other, of godroons. All the 
inside of the vase is painted black." Intact.

From Altamura ; third century b.c. Poly- 
chrome ornamentation on black ground. On 
front of the vase a winged genius is presenting 
offerings to a draped female figure, seated on a 
rock.

On the back are ephebes. The foot is mended.

From Vulci ; sixth century b.c. Black fig- 
ures on red ground, with addition of white and 
purple pigment and engraved lines.

On the 
other side of the vase is another bacchic scene.

They wear crested 
helmets and a short embroidered kiton and 
cuirass, and carry a pelta, or crescent-shaped 
shield.

On the shoulder of the vase, a warrior on foot 
is engaged in a fight with two horsemen. The 
rest of the vase is covered with black glaze.

It has strong 
Asiatic features, and shows how the oriental 
influence was felt during the early period of 
Greek art. Description translated from W. 
Froehner: " The body of the vase, divided into 
four stripes, is covered with paintings. On the 
front of the shoulder a sort of fetich scarabseus 
is guarded by two sphinxes. On the opposite 
side a sphinx, looking backward, is seated be- 
tween two lions. The three successive borders 
represent processions of animals, birds, and 
monsters, a siren, geese, lions, wild boars, a bull, 
and goats grazing. On the ground are scattered 
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flowers. The neck is adorned with a few small 
white flowers, more numerous on the front than 
on the back. Cover with a knob." Mended.

Fourth century b.c. Found in Attica. From 
the Hoffmann collection. Attributed by W. 
Froehner to the " Fine style of the Phidian era."

The first 
one, holding an incense box, is raising her right 
hand ; the second throws grains of incense on 
the fire. This last one has an arm and bust 
uncovered, and her feet are resting on a stool.

She raises the right hand, same as 
the woman facing her. A young satyr stand- 
ing at the end of the picture, makes the same 
gesture, which indicates that a prayer or a word 
of good omen was said during the ceremony. 
The satyr carries a pardalid under his arm. 
This picture, of fine style, is embellished with 
numerous gilt reliefs. A string of gilt beads is 
suspended to the neck of the vase ; a pattern 
of palmettos covers the back ; friezes of oves 
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are spread all over — on the mouth, under the 
picture, and palmettos. Adornments in blue 
and white." Mended.

From Vulci, in Etruria ; sixth century B.C. 
Black ornamentation on red ground, with pur- 
ple and white pigments. Addition of details in 
graffito. This vase is decorated with two large 
panels.

He is riding in a quad- 
riga chariot. Dressed in war costume, in- 
cluding high-crested helmet. In his left hand 
is a round shield ; in his right, two spears.

The subject 
on the back of the vase represents two warriors 
playing " pessi " before a statue of Minerva.

On 
front is a nike, draped, with the wings spread 
open. She is grasping with both hands a draped 
figure of a youth who carries a torch. Next to 
him stands a king (?), draped ; in his right hand 
is a long sceptre.

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is good, and the colors in sharp contrast of 
tone.

The 
subject represented on front is " The Mar- 
riage of Dionysos and Ariadne." Dionysos is 
bearded and draped. He holds a thyrsus in his 
left hand, and grasps Ariadne's left hand with 
his right.

Back of her is 
a draped female figure, may be Aphrodite, and 
lastly Poseidon, holding his trident. By the side 
of Dionysos, to the right, is Artemis, draped.

The 
god holds a lyre in his left hand, and a patera 
in his right. Artemis stands facing him. She 
is draped, holds a torch in her right hand, and 
with her left an cenochoe. A youth draped and 
standing to the left, and a female figure on the 
right side complete the scene. There are two 
palmetto decorated flat handles, and under them 
figures of Eros and Nike playing. The vase is 
intact, but the surface of the glaze has been 
retouched. 

Height, 18 inches. 

402 — Large Apulian Krater. 

From Ruvo ; third century B.C. Very rich 
polychrome ornamentation on black ground. 
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This large vase is decorated with high volute 
handles, at the base of which are two swans' 
heads in high relief, and at the top of each 
handle a Medusa head in low relief. The top 
of the neck is decorated with a Greek border 
and oves. On the neck is a rich floral ara- 
besque motive, in the centre of which is a 
female head coming out of a flower. On each 
side of the vase is a fine palmetto decoration. 
On front of the vase is represented a scene of 
offerings. On the right is Persephone, draped 
and seated. She holds a sceptre. Next to her 
is Hermes. On his head is the petasos, and he 
wears the caducaeus. Next comes Eros bring- 
ing an cenochoe and a patera to an Amazon 
draped and seated. The last figure to the left is 
a bacchante, seated. Under this first scene is a 
second one, the centre of which is Pallas, seated. 
Her left hand rests on a shield, and her right 
holds a large dish. Back of her is an Amazon, 
draped, holding an cenochoe and a square cistus. 
Facing Pallas another Amazon holds an 
cenochoe, and back of this Amazon is a Faun, 
his left hand resting on a stick. The picture 
represented on the back of the vase is the usual 
scene of offerings. Two male and two female 
figures are bringing presents to the departed 
one, represented seated inside of a temple. The 
rest of the vase is covered with a rich palmetto 
decoration. The decoration of this vase belongs 
to the richest polychrome style, the Greek artist 
having made a profuse use of white, purple, and 
yellow. The drawing of the figures is very fine. 
This vase has some repairs. I know of only 
three vases larger than this in this country. 
With revolving pedestal.

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403 — Large Apulian Krater. 

From Apulia ; third century B.C. Polychrome 
ornamentation on black ground. This vase is 
decorated with two high handles, with Medusa 
heads in low relief at the top, and four swans' 
heads at base. The scene represented is that 
of offerings. Inside of a white temple with 
Ionic capitals are two figures, one seated, the 
other standing ; and bringing a wreath around 
the temple are two male and two female figures, 
also with presents. On the back of the vase is 
a stele with two figures. The sides of the vase 
are adorned with rich palmetto patterns, and the 
neck with palmettos, scrolls, and a female head, 
facing. On the rim are borders of laurel, oves, 
and rosettes. This vase belongs to the late 
decorative style, and is much mended.

GREEK TERRA-COTTA STATUETTES 
AND GROUPS 

404 — Head of a Child. 

From Smyrna ; third century B.C. From the 
Hoffmann collection. This head was part of a 
statuette which was originally gilt, like most of 
the statuettes from that locality. 

405 — Young Tanagrian. 

Greek terra-cotta from Tanagra ; third cen- 
tury B.C. Hoffmann's collection. She stands 
erect, one arm folded under her mantle. Her 
head is slightly inclined to the right ; her right 
hand holds her drapery. The treatment of this 



figure is very simple and graceful. There are 
traces of the original coloring.

406 — A Tanagrian. 

Greek terra-cotta from Tanagra ; fourth cen- 
tury b.c. From the Lecuyer collection. The 
figure is standing, the head turned to the right 
and covered by the folds of a white himation 
with black border. The kiton is pink. On her 
head is a pointed hat. A good example of 
simple and fine style. 

Height, 9 inches. 

407 — The Love Oracle. 

From Tanagra ; fourth century b.c. From the 
Leeuyer collection. This statuette represents 
a young woman kneeling, draped in kiton and 
himation ; in her left hand is a bag for the 
knuckle-bones. This is a subject borrowed 
by the Greek artist from the daily life of his 
contemporaries, and has been treated so natur- 
ally and cleverly that it would be difficult to 
surpass it.

40S — Ancotyle. 

Terra-cotta group from Greece ; third cen- 
tury B.C. This group represents a children's 
game of old Greece, the rule of which being 
that the loser had to carry the winner. The 
subject, a familiar one to the Greek artists, is 
treated with much grace and refinement. Both 
figures are draped in kiton and himation. The 
tallest is marching to the right, and carries 
the other figure on her back, her left hand 
holding her mate's leg. The girl who is car-

ried rests her right hand on the other's shoulder 
and in her left holds a tambourine. The head- 
dress is elaborate and graceful. Both figures 
seem to be engaged in conversation.

409 — Aphrodite. 

From Tanagra ; fourth century b.c. From 
the Van Branteghem collection. Froehner's 
description in " Burlington Fine Arts Club," 
Greek ceramic, No. 146 : "Aphrodite draped and 
standing on a circular base, holding a balsamary 
and a shell. This terra-cotta is also a repro- 
duction executed at the epoch of the best style 
of a figure in the archaic style. The goddess is 
crowned with myrtle, adorned with gilded ear- 
rings, clothed in a peplos and a blue himation, 
which envelops the upper part of the legs and 
falls back over the left shoulder. Her hair is 
knotted in a krobylos over the forehead. Cas- 
tellani Catalogue, Roman sale, No. 648." 

Height, 8*4 inches. 

410 — Young Girl. 

From Tanagra. Greek terra-cotta ; fourth 
century b.c. She stands wrapped in her white 
kiton, or robe, and pink himation. She wears a 
pointed cap. In her right hand is a lotus leaf- 
shaped fan, decorated with a red palmetto. 
She is in the odd street costume of the time. 
A true picture of every-day life in old Greece. 
In fact, a "tableau de genre," charming in its 
simplicity. This figure is typical of the Tanagra 
style, and belongs to discoveries made there 
some twenty-five years ago.

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4ii — Before the Cippus. 



Terra-cotta from Greece ; fourth century 
b.c. A female draped in kiton and himation 
is kneeling before a cippus. Her head is lean- 
ing on her left hand, while her right rests upon 
a hydria. On top of the cippus is the helmet 
of an hoplite. The scene represented is that 
of offering remembrances to the departed war- 
rior. The draperies are well treated and the 
attitude very dramatic.

412 — Banquest. 

Greek terra-cotta group from Myrina ; 
third century b.c. From Sig. Alessandro Cas- 
tellani collection, No. 668, figured plate XVII., 
where it is described as follows : " Funerary 
banquest. At the centre of the composition is 
a kline, with carved legs, and lined with two 
very soft pillows. A young couple are resting 
there. The man, bare-headed and clad in a 
short-sleeved kiton and a chlamys, is half re- 
clining and holds a lyre. The woman, seated, 
her feet resting on a carved stool, has an Asiatic 
cap. Her right hand is covered by the hima- 
tion ; the left holds a small Eros, who is seated 
facing, and opens his arms. At the top of the 
bed is a table, with a loaf and a vase ; nearby 
is a slave who brings a sort of conical cake. 
On the opposite side is another slave crouching 
and asleep. — Myrina. Published by Froehner, 
'Terres Cuites d'Asie,' p. 11-13, pi. II. Flesh 
color, hair reddish, eyes and lips lined with the 
brush. The man's hair and the bed-cover are 
painted red, the stool, the table, the vase, etc., 
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in gray. At the back is an aperture for sus- 
pension." This may refer to Helen and Paris. 
It was one of the first group discovered.

413 — Nymph, Satyr, and Eros. 

Terra-cotta group from Greece ; third cen- 
tury B.C. Description in W. Froehner's hand- 
writing : " Terra-cotta group, representing a 
nymph and a satyr, seated side by side on a rock 
and looking at each other. The satyr is clad 
in a panther's skin and has hunter's boots. 
He holds a thyrsus in his right hand. His 
head has not the ordinary features of the satyr 
— that is to say, up-standing hair, rough beard, 
and goat's ears — for both beard and hair are cut 
short. So it is not a mythological subject, but 
one taken from the life after the grave, when 
the dead are transformed into satyrs. The 
nymph is a young girl, with the costume of the 
Tanagra girls. She raises her himation to cover 
herself. A small cupid, seated, seems to un- 
fold a bandelette."

414 — Decoration Day in Greece. 

Terra-cotta group from Greece ; third century 
b.c. Description by W. Froehner : " Terra- 
cotta group, representing a man and a young 
girl standing near a stele of Attica. The stele 
is adorned with a palmetto, and stands on a 
rock. The young man's hair is tied with a 
bandeau. He wears high boots, and is dressed 
in a short kiton and a mantle. He looks as if 
crying, and wiping away his tears. The young 
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girl fastens a bandelette to the stele. She car- 
ries on her right arm a basket full of offerings. 
Her left foot rests on the rock."

415 — Orpheus Charming the Beasts. 

Greek terra-cotta group from Asia Minor ; 
third century B.C. Orpheus is seated on a rock. 
He is crowned with a laurel wreath. His body 
is nude, the lower part of the torso being covered 
by the folds of his himation. He is playing 
upon his lyre, which rests on his leg. Around 
him are various animals — a lion, birds, etc. — 
which seem to be listening to his harmony. 
The whole treatment of the group is very simple, 
and the face of Orpheus full of expression.

416 — Niobe and Her Daughters. 

Terra-cotta group from Asia Minor ; third 
century B.C. From the Lecuyer collection. 
Illustrated plate 75, in Prof. A. Cartault's 
" Terres Cuites Antiques," etc., who writes a 
very long description of this group. (See page 
60 of same work.) Professor Cartault writes : 
" Our terra-cotta recalls the mitigated form of 
the legend, under a light which I consider as a 
new one, if, as it seems almost certain, it repre- 
sents Niobe. The mother has retained two of 
her daughters. The youngest leans on her knees, 
the cheek on her right hand, her legs crossed, in 
an attitude that characterizes the carelessness of 
youth. The older one is reclining, her hand on 
her mother's shoulder, who, with her left arm, 
squeezes her tenderly. Seated on a rock, and 
easily discernible by her matronal form, 
Niobe has the hair untied. She holds in her 
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right hand her himation resting on her head, as 
if she was about to cover herself and her daugh- 
ters with it. The scene is too quiet ; so we may- 
suppose that it takes place during, or just after, 
the catastrophe. What the coroplast intended to 
represent, is the melancholy in which are soften- 
ing the deepest sorrows. The three figures have 
still the eyes turned toward heaven, whence came 
the murderous arrows. Niobe is immobilized 
in the traditional protective attitude of her 
children ; but the danger is over. Horrified and 
crushed the living are breathing, while crying 
for their dead. The fable of Niobe has busied 
the coroplaster. The terra-cottas of Fusaro 
are known ; so are those found in Crimea ; also 
the Niobide frontoon at the Luni temple. But 
our group is an original work, and reproduces in 
no way any known monument." 

The style of this group, which has been passed 
upon by the most competent experts, is highly 
dramatic, and in every way remarkable.

The Youth of Bacchus. 

Terra-cotta group ; third century B.C. Found 
in Bceotia. W. Froehner gives the following 
description: "In the centre is the infant Bac- 
chus seated on a goat. He is crowned with 
ivy ; his right hand rests upon the goat's 
head, and his left maintains a kantharos placed 
upon the goat's back. The young Bacchus is 
nude, with the exception of a chlamys thrown 
over his shoulders. Back of him is Silenus, 
standing. He carries fruits and grapes in front 
of him in a fold of his drapery, and drops a 
fatherly look upon the young child, who returns 
a smile to him. To the left of the group is 



hoof-footed Pan, leading the goat by one of the 
horns. His head is adorned with the strophium. 
In his right hand is the pedum, and he carries 
suspended to a belt his syrinx, or pipes. The 
background of the group is formed by a mass 
of rocks. The modelling is very spirited and 
full of grace, and the details elaborate in treat- 
ment. This group is unusually large and fine.

418 — K.ANTHAROS. 

Bronze from Corinth ; fourth century b.c. 
This vase is of a very elegant shape, and with 
a fine green patina. The bronzes from Corinth 
were most celebrated during antiquity.

419 — Bronze Vase. 

Found near Pompeii. Roman epoch, with fine 
patina.

420 — Four Egyptian Statuettes. 

Blue and green porcelain. Found near 
Thebes. 

421 — Five Greek Silver Tetradrachms. 

Alexander the Great, Tyrus, Antiochus III., 
Eumene, and Philippus III. A fine and rare 
set. 

422 — Two Aryballic Lekythi. 

From Apulia ; fourth century b.c. Deco- 
rated with red figures on black. Mended.

423 — Four Lekythi. 

From Greece. Three intact ones, with black 
figures on red, and one with red ornamen- 
tation on black. Fine representations of the 
different styles.

424 — Small Black Krater. 

And two lamp feeders. Decorated with 
heads in relief. 



425 — Prochoos. 

Of odd shape, with polychrome ornamenta- 
tion ; a kantharos, and another small vase. All 
of late Apulian style. 

426 — Five Vases. 

Of various styles. Skyphos, urns, and kan- 
tharos, etc. All from Southern Italy. 

427 — Two Small Aryballi. 

From Rhodes ; seventh century B.C. Green- 
ish porcelain. Egyptian like. Rare. Mended. 

428 — Three Small Aryballi. 

From Rhodes ; seventh century B.C. With 
archaic decoration in shape of flower. A fine 
set. 

Heights, 3 to 1% inches. 

429 — BOMBYLOS. 

From Vulci ; sixth century b.c. Etruscan 
antique imitation of the Asiatic style. This 
vase is decorated with circular lines of borders 
representing animals and geometric patterns.

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43° — Pelike. 

From Greece ; sixth century B.C. Black or- 
namentation on red ground. On front, Herakles 
fighting bull ; on the other side, Dionysos and 
centaur.

431 — Olpe. 

From Capua ; fourth century B.C. Red orna- 
mentation on black ground, representing an 
old man draped and standing. Intact.

432 — (Enochoe. 

From Apulia ; second century b.c. Ivy deco- 
ration, purple and white, on black ground. 
Late style. Intact.

433 — Three Small Black Blazed CEnochoes. 

From Capua. Two decorated with heads in 
relief. 

434 — Three Vases. 

Of late style. Second century b.c. One 
fluted bottle and two skyphi, with polychrome 
ornamentation. 

435 — A Lot of Ten Pateras and Cups, 

Black glaze. From Capua. 
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
